Ikaving discussed in our first article the 
snature of the movements which create and 
those which constitute a Typhoon, we have 
next to consider the motion of translation 
of the storm over, the earth's surface, Just 
as a top, while spinning, will travel over a 
floor or table, and as the planets, while 
rotating swiftly on their axes, move alone 
in their orbits, so a typhoon, once complete- 
ly formed, is apparently never. stationary, 
but travels, at first slowly, and then with 
increased speed, over the sua and land. 
‘Here ayain the. carth’s axial rotation, 


which has so much todo in governing the | 


ryrations of the air ata typhoon's birth, 
dircetly inluences the course of the meteor, 
and urges it towards the north pole. [n- 
deed, ifno other furces came into operation, 
its motion would be dirvetly northward, 
But these storms are besides compelled to 
partake in some measure of the general 
motions of the atnvesphere near the carth's 
surface, which for the most part? in the 
typhoon oroyion, incline ‘northwestward 
during the summer months. The'ehicf 
governing force, however, which regu- 
lates alike the courses of typhoons and of 
the great aerial currents, is the distribu- 
tion Of pressures in nelhbouring regions. 
Typhoons simply obey a natural iw in 
seeking: areas of low pressure in prefer. 
ence to those af high pressure, Indeed, 
it nfay be accepted asa yeneral and im- 
portant maxim that a typhoon will always 
travel, if it can, toscae the centre of the 
Nearest area of lower pressure. “Now, on 
the North Pacifie Ocean, the pressures 
which rule during: summer in the lower 
latitudes are. higher ethan ‘those on the 
Chinese mainland, and in Siberia, There 
is a maximum of pressure in the Mild-Pa- 
cific, and there are’ minima about the south- 
west limit of Mongolia and the region: of 
the Sea of Okhotsk, Hence, sinee the 
Pacific is the birthplace of all typhoons, 
they as arule combine with their ten- 
dency poleward a. westerly movement in 
the direction of the mainland, travelling. 
with the yreat aerial surface currents to- 
wards the regions of deficient pressure and 
rarefied airon the heated continent of Asia, 
In fact, unless they are hindered by serious 
obstacles or diverted by greater attractions, 
summicr typhoons originating in moderately 
low latitudes always tend to move in the 
first part of their course in’ a direction 
between the north and west. fram the 
high préssures of the Pacifie to the re- 
latively Tow pressures of Mid-China, So 
powerful indeed is the influence exerted 
by low-pressure areas that we find cases 
during the last. two years in which the 
tendency to travel northward has been 
Wholly ovcreome by the superior attractions 
of lower pressures, which have even pro- 
duced movements somewhat to the south of 
west. | We shall glance later at these and 
other departures from the ordinary habit. 

Unimpeded typhoons which, travelling 
north-weslerly from their urivin, penetrate 
into China seldom get very far inland, 
Mountain ranges, to which’ these storms 
have a strony antipathy, bar their pro- 
gress, and for the most part.they soonturn 
poleward in quest of lower pressures in the 
north of China thancan he found on the 
southern coast. Uhimately they seek the 
ocean again, inclining eastward along the 
isobars which take them to the Yellow 
Sea, Corea and Japan, whea, weakened 
and seattered by the obstacles met with 
on their long fand journey, they soon 
collapse and vanish, ‘Typhoons which do 
not reach the coast of China at all seem), as 
a rule, to preserve the same general order 
of movement as those which do + thatis to 
sity. their tcourse, at first north-westerly, 
gradually bunds eastward to the region 

, of the Japanese archipelago, 

Asa broad definition then, applicable to 
the normal typhoon, it may be’ stated that 
its path is approximately a parabola, the 
vertex of the curve being turned westward 
and situated not far fromthe boundary of 
the, tropic, while its wo branches pass 
respectively over the archipelago of the 
Philippines and that of Japan. ; 

Passing now from these general charac- 
teristics to a closer examination into the 
history of the typhoons of the last‘ two 
ale we find in the first place a marked 
ngrease of their number in 1881 as com- 
pared with 1880, an increase colnelding: 
with that great increase of solar energy 

» which was made manifest by the abund- 
anee of: sun-spots and facula. In 1880 
there were fourteen and'in 1881 no fewer’ 
than twenty recorded typhoons, ‘Their 
distribution through the different months, 
reckoned according to the dates of their 
first coming under observation, was as fol- 
lows, In 1880 July and November contri- 
buted two uplece, August and Octoberthree 
. und September four; and there was one 
‘typhoon on an average every nine days; 
bout five days was the average. duration 

of each from its first appearance until last 

‘ heard.of. In 1882, there was one typhoon in 
' each of the months May, June and Decem- 
ber, two in November, three in July and the 
same in October, four in August and five in 
September, Omitting the first and last, the 
average was one in every 8.67, days, and 
the average duration seven days; but the 
latter increase may be accounted for.by the 
fact, explained in our first article, ‘that 
Monsieur Dechevrens carried his investi- 
gations for 1881 a good deal further than 
those. for 1880. September accordingly 
tan claim. the ghastly honour of first place 
amongst the months in respect of typhoon 
‘frequency, For Hongkong, and generally 
for the ‘coast and. China proper, July, 
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A beautiful iustration of this latter fact. 


is to be found in the history of the seven- 
teenth typhoon of 1881, This storm was 
first heard of near the north-east of Luzon 
on the 2qth October, Attracted by the 
low pressures on the mainland: which 
were being produced at that time by 
the passage of another typhoon through 
Mid-China, and probably also impelled by 
a4 powerful equatorial upper current flow- 
ing towards the continent, it had at firsta 
well-marked north-westerly direction... For 
four lays it fought its way against the 
monsoon, dogyzedly and slowly, across the 
Rashee Channel beween Luzon and For- 
mosa, only-advincing in that time about 
220 miles, or 2.3. miles per hour.. But the 
Pcompact and massive polar current, now 
wwellestablished and blowing: with great 
force through. the Formosa Strait, was 
more than a mateh for even this terrible 
antagonist, which, after making the south 
end of Formosa, suddenly gave up the

Other in- 
stances among the autumnal typhoons of

monsoon ‘has become well established 
down to the equator, typhoons disappear 
altovether from these seas. 

The section of the Pacific which em- 
braces the Philippine Islands and the re. 
srion cast of them, and extents from the 
Sth to the 2oth parallel of Tatitude. and 
from the r2oth to the 1soth meridian, is the 
birthplace of the great majority of. the 
typhoons whieh sweep the astern seas, 
Out of the thirty-four under discussion, one 
only in S80 and four in iSSioseem. to 
have had? their: origin’ outside of the 
ahove limits, Of these, two were formed 
nears the Liukiu Islands, one to. the 
south-east of Japan, one near the Pratas 
Reef and one to the vast of Formosa, 
Nearly the whole of the remaining twenty- 
nine passed over some part of the Philip- 
pines, or so near to them that their passage 
could be easily detected by the movements 
of the barometer ani the wind ; and we see 
from this the very great importance of 
Manila as a warning station for the coast 
of China, Every one of the typhoons, it 
miay be safely inferred, had its origin on 
the sea, ‘ ‘ 

Of the general laws which tend to deter- 
mine the path of a typhoon we have already 
spoken, There are, however, a great many 
supplementary attractions and ‘repulsion’ 
which, inthe majority ofeases.tend to modify 
the effects of these laws, and. thus we find 
produced a highly varied series of curves, 
out of which, if we except the influences of 
the northeast monsoon just now referred to, 
it seems at present impossible to trace 
any very clear connexion between the 
tracks and the different. times of the year, 
If apything further atall comes out of an 
examination of the tracks, it is that those 
of the cooler months of the typhoon. sea- 
son are the most highly curved, those of 
the hattest period being relatively straight- 
er; and that the earliest typhoons, like 
the latest, pass well tothe southward. The 
chief cause roverning these characteristics 
is found to be change of position’ of 
the low-pressure arcas, These indeed 
furnish the true key to the move- 
ments of typhoons, since to them we find 
that the storms always gravitate unless 
hindered by insuperable obstacles, From 
this is apparent the vast importance of 
multiplying meteorological and: telegra- 
phic stations all over a region liable to 
visitation by ‘typhoons, in order that we 
may be enabled not only to receive or give 
timely warning of a storm's existence, but 
to foretell the very districts over which it 
will travel, and give the inhabitants time to 
prepare for it. 

A striking example of the power- 
ful influence exerted b atmospheric 
pressures Js furnished by the great 
Ciangs| typhoon, No. VI" of 1881, one 
of the grandest and most terrible 
on record, Drawn at first in the usual 
north-westerly. direction, from its origin 
east of the Liukiu Islands towards the 
south of Japan. it all of a sudden swerved 
sharply to the south-west, being repelled 
by high pressures then settling over 
Japan,‘and at the same time attracted by. 
low pressures in, South China, - It entered 
the continent near Chusan on the 3th of 
August, and, carrying havoc and death in 
its progress, travelled about a thousand 
miles ‘inland, — until dispersed three 
days later by -meetlhg high pressures 
in the north of Kwangsi, This yreat. 
storm was unique in direction, for. it 
should have taken, according to all

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FOOCHOW. 


Murders, suicides and executions seem tecently 
to predominate over everything clse at the An 
chorage, We,hear of two instances of suicide 
having taken place there during the past week, 
but not of a suiliciently romantic character to 
interest our readers, One excentia’ is reported, 

The preparations which are being made for 
Signoe Chtarinis' Circus are ofthe most extensive 
character. The site chosen could not bg ina 
better or more central position ; whilst there is 
room for a larger capanse of canvas than we can 
reasonably expect a circus travelling under such 
difficulties to possess. ‘he ground is being en- 
closed by a strong bamboo fencing, so that there 
need be lide fear of a disorderly crowd of in- 
quisitive Chinese cither dar ging: the tent, or 
occasioning annoyance to Forign visitors. 

We regret to learn, at the moment of going 
to press, Unat there is av possibility of the com- 
munity being 
Cireus not ting the port. Itappears that the 
Mandaring have visited the various Consuls 
and explained that they eannat be responsible for 
any disturbaneg which might arise by depriving 
the Chinese of the same free access to which’ 
they claim privilege at their own entertainments. 
We further leam that the Mandarins have 
offered to defray any reasonable xpenses al- 
ready incurred by Signor Chiarini, and thatthe 
Jater's’ Agent has demanded the hirge amount 
offive thousand dollars. ‘This report, however, 
must be taken cam wrane salis, 

On Saturday evening Tast as the steamship 
Appin (Captain Bendall)' was entering the 
Anchorage, she touched on one of the shifling 
sand Danks and, the tide ranning rapidly with 
her at the time, it was simply impossibly to back 
the vessel off before she swung. ‘The Darque 
Gilead Vay atanchor in rather toclose proximity} 
for the former steamer in’ swinging wf the shoal 
caught the Harque, without, however, doing her 
any damage, ‘The <lppin's mizen-mast was 
snapped off, and ovo of her boats crushed anda 
portion of the stera railing broken off. ‘The difi- 
culty of navigating the Min is well known, and 
atthe place where this collision oceutred, the 
sand banks shift suddenly, and inthe most unac- 
countable manner, and are liable to deceive even 
those incessantly tieversing the river. 

Foochow has been once again fortunate in 
escaping the violence of a typhoon, which threa- 
tened to vent itself on the port since Monday 
last. At nine o'clock in the morning of the latter 
day there were similar appearances of one of these 
is Were aminous on the 15th 
ultimo; the baror eteragain falling so suddenly as 
to Indicate the necessity of all steam vessels at the 
Anchorage being prepared ; and the latter got 
under steamy as quickly as possible. Throughout 
the morning, rain prevailed in Foochow, aid to- 
wards afternoon a fresh. northerly wind sprung 
up; the river, with an unusually high tide; pre- 
senting an animated appearance by the innumer- 
ablesampans forcing their way into. the creeks and, 
after vociferous harrangues fromthviroccupants, at 
last settling in a sheltered position, On cither side 
the creek, stakes were firmly driven into its side 
banks, and sampans. huddled together, with here 
and there:a houscboator steam-Jaunch absery- 
able—-an unusital focation (ur this description of 
craft, ‘Throughout the night, the wind was cer- 
tainly boeisteraus, but nothing approaching a 
typhoon and, by: carly morn, little indjcation of 
such an evént was left; although our report from
